"We asked the civilians if there 


were any German soldier left and 
they all declared that every Kraut 
had left town. Just to make sure, 
we started searching the cellars 
and found 40 to 60." 


T-5 W. T. Kraft, 22, of Cullman, 


Ala. said: 


"See this building here. Well, 1 


was standing in front of it question- 
ing a civilian. He told me there 
were no soldiers left in town. Then 
I heard something inside the build- 
ing and there, not 20 feet away, a 
German soldier was hiding. But he 
surrendered without any fuss." 


1st Sgt. Roy R. Wood, 38, of 


Presque Isle, Me. entered the 
building where we were standing, 
mad as hops. 


"We 
were 
driving our 
jeep 


through the town square a few sec- 
onds ago and a sniper's bullet just 
missed us," he said. "We weren't 
able to find him, cither." 


Saarburg, largest place in the 


Saar-Moselle triangle, was easily 
the loveliest little German town yet 
captured by the Third Army. 


It hardly was touched by the war 


and its streets and houses were 
neat as pins. 
' Capt. Winficld S. Chadwick of 
Ponce, Puerto Rico, military gov- 
ernor of the town, was unworried 
by the fact that there were only 30 
civilians left. 
"They'll come back," he said. 


"It is always this way. They hide 
a few days in woods or cellars 
from their town troops and when 
they arc convinced they are able 
to get back to their homes, they al- 
ways return." 


Chadwick said that the older Ger- 


mans who have their life savings 
invested in a little home and two or 
three cows prefer risking American 
justice to gambling on what might 
happen to them deeper inside the 
Reich.
